PLANTING  DIRECTIONS:  Plant  the  seeds  either 
in  early  spring  or  mid-summer,  in  flats  filled  with 
fairly  rich  soil.  Cover  with  Vs  in.  sifted  soil.  Cover 
with  either  cloth  or  glass  frame,  glass  preferred, 
and  place  a sheet  of  newspaper  under  the  glass  to 
shade  the  soil  and  retain  moisture.  Keep  quite  moist. 
Remove  shade  gradually.  When  the  seedlings  have 
3 or  4 leaves  transplant  a foot  apart.  Do  not  trans- 
plant during  a hot  dry  spell.  If  seeds  are  planted 
in  summer,  the  seedlings  should  be  transplanted  into 
a cold  frame  for  the  winter. 

If  available,  a greenhouse  is  best  to  start  the  seeds.

The  Wrexham  plants  grow  over  6 ft.  tall  and 
often  the  bloom  spike  has  a length  of  from  3 to 
5 ft.  As  may  be  noticed  in  the  picture,  many 
florets  make  a silver  dollar  look  small.  The  color- 
ing is  wonderful,  shades  of  lavender  and  blue  pre- 
dominating. Some  are  purple  or  very  dark  blue 
with  all  shades  in  between  to  absolute  sky-blue 
and  even  more  delicate  shades  blended  with  cream. 
There  is  a silvery  sheen  in  many  blooms  and  other 
marvelous  combinations  of  color.  A large  propor- 
tion are  double. 

Delphiniums  have  two  distinct  blooming  sea- 
sons. The  blooms  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  to 
seed  to  secure  best  results.  It  is  well  to  cut  the 
plants  back  after  a blooming  season.  Bone  meal  in 
moderation  is  good  but  not  too  close  to  the  plants.
